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MANY TRIBUTES TO MEMORY 



Although expected hourly, never 
theless the death* of Col. John H 
Whallen on Wednesday evening 
came as a blow to the majority of 
Louisville citizens, rich and poor, all 
alike being Interested In the gallant 
but hopeless fight he was making 
for his life, and the Louisville pub- 
lic regardless of creed or color, 
realises In his death that the city 
•uffered a distinct loss. 

Col. Whallen died at 7:20 o'clock 
Wednesday night at his home in 
Spring Bank Park on the western 
outskirts of Louisville. His death, 
which ended an Illness of several 
years, was due to arterlo sclerosis, 
complicated by Brlght's disease and 
acute uremia. Although he had long 
been an Intermittent sufferer from 
these maladies. Col. Whallen's Illness 
did not attain a critical stage until 
last summer. The night of the late 
primary, August 2, he sat In his 
office In the Buckingham Theater, 
receiving the returns. The following 
day he left for Europe In the hope 
that a vacation and change of 
climate would restore his waning 
health. During an absence of about 
two months Col. Whallen toured 
Ireland, Scotland and England. He 
sent optimistic messages to his 
friends from various points, but upon 
his return It was seen that the trip 
had been of little If any benefit. 
Since his return his health had been 
declining, gradually but Inexorably. 

Pour weeks ago, weakened by a 
*evere cold, he was forced to his 
bed. The attending physlcans. Dr. 
John H. Buschemeyer and Dr. 
Clinton Kelly, were at his side con- 
stantly, using all the resources of 
their skill. Despite their efforts, his 

while he was still conscious, the last 
rites were administered by the Rev. 
Father C. Brey, pastor of the Holy 
Cross church, at Thirty-second and 
Broadway. Twice later he received 
holy communion. Last Tuesday 
morning Col. Whallen lapsed Into a 
state of unconsciousness from which 
he did not again emerge. Realizing 
that the end was drawing near his 
relatives and Intimate personal 
Triends gathered about his bedside. 
With him when the end came were 
Col. James P. Whallen, his brother 
and business asoclate; two daugh- 
ters, Mrs. Ella Herfurth and Mrs. 
Nora Moore, both of Newport, Ky.; 
Mayor Buscheipeyer, Dr. Kelly and 
several close friends. 

Wednesday morning at 11 o'clock 
the Rev. Father Brey and the Rev. 
Father Raffo visited the Whallen 
home again. Col. Whallen grew 
weaker toward the close of the day 
until at 7:06 o'clock, when Dr. 
Buschemeyer announced that the 
pulse of the patient had ceased to 
beat. Fifteen minutes later Col. 
Whallen was dead. No scene in his 
life was more affecting than that 
which concluded It. The bed In 
which the sick man lay was against 
the south wall of the room. Col. 
James Whallen was at the right 
side, holding his brother's hand. 
Next stood Col. Whallen's grand- 
children, Dorothy and Goldle Her- 
furth, and next to them his two 
daughters, Mrs. Moore and Mrs. 
Horfurfh. Mrs. James P. Whallen 
was at the foot of the couoh. On 
the left were Thomas Whallen. a 
half-brother; Frank McOrath and 
Edward T. Tlerney, the Chairman 
of the Board of Public Safety. In 
the hall outside were John Shea, 
Frank Dugan. Oeorge W. Berry, Ed- 
ward O'Connor and R. E. Fleming. 

Col. Whallen came of Irish par- 
ents. He was born In New Orleans 
In the year 1860. His father moved 
to Kentucky when John was yet a 
baby and settled in Maysvllle. The 
father died when this son waa seven 
years old, and with his brothers he 
faced life as a wage-earner at this 
time. At the age of thirteen Col. 
Whallen. always of an adventurous 
nature, ran away to war and Joined 
the Confederate army under Oen. 
Morgan. At the conclusion of the 
strife he took up the peaceful pur- 
suit of clerk In a store and Po*t- 
office In Campbell county. His 
natural Instinct for actlvty asserted 
Itaalf after a brief service here and 
he went to Newport, Ky., where he 
Joined the police force. He soon 
tired of this occupation aud went to 
Tennessee, where he obtained em- 
ployment with a construction gang 
on the Cincinnati Southern railway. 
This field of actlvty soon waa ex- 
hausted in Interest for the Colonel 
aud he came to Loulsvlle In his early 
twenties and took up work In a rock 
tiuarry. Her* he waa Joined by his 
brother Jim, and the Ufa history of 
these two haa run la an Inseparable 
line from that day to the present 
time. With the two brothers exist- 
ence waa mutual. All their <•» 
teuslve affair* of whatever Import 
and Importance have b*en carried on 
Jointly, and so greatly were their 
interests unified that friends 
Jocularly remarked. "Whenever the 
Whallen* buy a pair of shoe*, 
belong* to Jim and the other to 



John." The two brothers have seen 
poverty and affluence and their for- 
tune* have 1 swung with the 
pendulum, they shared their score* 
at thousands together with the same 
remarkable degree of brotherly af- 
fection that marked the fortitude 
with which they divided their hard- 
ship* in earlier day*. 

In many re*pect* Col. Whallen re- 
sembled "Big Tim" Sullivan, the 
famou* political bo** of the New 
York Bowery. The one difference 
wa* that Snlllvan delighted In politi- 
cal preferment in the way of office 
holding himself, while Col. Whallen 
shrank even from having his name 
mentioned In connection with any 
office. In organisation of force* for 
political campaign* there wa* a 
striking resemblance In the methods 
of the two political bosses. The 
. °cret of Col. Whallen's success In 
campaigns, like Sullivan's, was to 
get what he denominated the com- 
mon people In line. To these he 
was alwsys charitable both polit- 
ically and personally. "Give me the 
rag tag and bobtail If you choose to 
put It that way." Col. Whallen used 
to say, "and the enemy can have the 
other, and If we do not win we will 
find out the reason why." Col. 
Whallen, like Sullivan, always held 
his forces together by keeping his 
word with them. When he made a 
promise, he always kept It. He 
dealt differently with the common 
people than he did with the leader* 
or candlarUes for office. This car 
rled weight.' 

The last big political coup 
achieved by Col. Whallen personally 
was undoubtedly the election of W. 
0. Head as Mayor of Louisville In 
1909. True. Col. Whallen wa* 
deeply Interested In the race this 
year between the Progressive party, 
led by Wood F. Axton, and the 
Democratic party, led by Dr. John 
H. Buschemeyer, Mayoralty candi- 
dates, but his actlvtly In behalf of 
the latter was too Insignificant to be 
•ompared to his work during the 
Head-C.rlnstead campaign. It will 
he recalled that Col. Whallen. Just 
after the Democratic primary last 
August, made a trip to Europe In 
poor health, which explalhs why he 
did not undertake to carry the bur- 
den of the Democratic movement. 
But the 1909 campaign, which re- 
sulted in the election of Mr. Head, 
save the city of Louisville a final 
fleeting glimpse of the old "war- 
horse" at his best, with all the vim 
und energy of a real fighter and th* 
fire of battle flashing In his eye 
when the struggle was at Its height. 

The following tributes were paid 
by Rev. Father Brey, Dr. E. L. 
Powell and Mayor Buschemeyer: 

Rev. Celestlne Brey. pastor of 
Holy Cross church. Thirty-second 
•treet and Broadway, where Col. 
tt'hallen was a communicant: "He 
was certainly a very charitable man, 
and was an immeasurable help In 
upbuilding Holy Cro** ehnreh. Col. 
whallen was an active worker In 
the«6t. Vincent de Paul Society, the 
Catholic charity organization, and 
as long as he was able to be out 
attended meetings of the society 
every Sunday. He 
very much by the 
helped In countless 
in cold weather. I 
stance, his public 
food and clothing two or three win- 
ters ago. We often discussed the 
problem* of aiding the humble In 
the way of securing better and more 
comfortable living conditions. Col. 
Whallen seemed to feel a personal 
harden because the poor could not 
suffer less from the miseries of pov- 
erty, could not have less drudgery, 
and could not have more leisure to 
seek the pleasure* of life — education 
and beautiful things. Tea, he talked 
often about improving the condition* 
of the poor, but he never discussed 
politics with me." 

Dr. E. L. Powell, pastor of the 
Flr*t Christian church, when ap- 
prised of the death of Col. Whallen. 
said: "I have never been associated 
with Dot Whallen save In one mat- 
ter, that of the campaign a year or 
two ago for the establishment of 
the Salvation Army citadel In this 
city, and I must aay that he showed 
a great deal of zeal and energy In 
the campaign and gave evidence that 
he was thoroughly acquainted with 
such work. I was never associated 
with him In a political way. I have 
though freouently expressed com- 
mendation for hi* work and Interest 
In eatablishlng what I* known a* a 
winter commissary for the benefit 
of the worthy poor of the city." 

Mayor Buschemeyer: "My grief 
tonight over Col. Whallen's death Is 
personal. The Colonel and 1 have 
been clo*e personal friends for over 
twenty-two years. In my acnualnt- 
ance with him I have found him to 
be the most charitable man I ever 
met. He waa absolutely true and 
loyal to all his friend* at all time* 
and In all conditions. He waa one 
of the greatest men ever mothered 
by LouUvtlle." 

The funeral service* over the re- 
mains of Col. Whallen will be held" 
this morning at 9 30 o'clock at Holy 
Cross church, of which he was a 
most devout member. Father Cele*- 
tlne Brey, the paator, will be the 
relebrant of the solemn high mas* 
of requiem, assisted by manv orlests 
who were friends of Col. Whallen. 
Rev. Father B. A. Cunningham, of 
St. Vincent, former paator of Holy 
Cross, will be the deacon; Father 
Boland, of Somerset, the aubdeacon, 
and Father Doherty, of Payneavllle, 
master of ceremonies. The sermon 
will be preached by Rev. Cbarla* P. 
Raffo. who knew Col. Whallen In 
timatoly for year*. The pall-bear*r* 
who will carry the remain* to their 
resting place In St. Louis cemetery 
are Mayor Buschemeyer, James B. 
Brown. Frank McOrath, Frank

In the twen- 
tieth century, as well a* in th* first, 
He must be allowed and invited to 
came into human life and human af- 
fair*.

Into every department of 
activity, Into educatioa, government, 
buslneaa, social relations, religion 
even, there ha* entered so much of 
the material and so many sordid 
elements, that the Lord and his 
wring grace* have been either 
sedulously excluded or thoughtlessly 
nored.

UNION PRINTERS' HOME. 

The Union Printers' Home, located 
at Colorado Springs, is the only In- 
stitution of Its kind In the world, 
being established by the Interna- 
tional Typographical Union for the 
benent of aged and Infirm members 
of the union, and was erected In 
1892 at a cost of 970.000, every 
cent being paid upon completion and 
a surplus of 913,000 in bank to the 
credit of the fund. With the ex- 
ception of 910. 000 donated by 
George W. Child* and Anthony J. 
Drexel, this building was erected by 
the efforts of the union printers of 
America. A hospital annex costing 
940,000 was erected at a later date, 
and last year a tuberculosis pavilion 
costing 920,000 and accommodating 
thirty-two patient* waa added. .The 
property is now valued at 91,000,000 
by conservative real estate men, and 
the Typographical I'nlon In th* past 
nineteen year* has expended in 
building and maintaining the home 
•ver 91.260,000. The union print- 
ers through a small monthly con- 
tribution pay the bill, and It Is their 
boast that their members, when 
overtaken by age and adversity, do 
not become public charges, but have 
a horn* to go to, a home which 
they paid for In the day* of their 
earning power, and are not living on 
charity.

Unionist* 
have had a taste before of trying to 
rule Ireland when that Island is In 
a state or rebellion, and they did 
not enjoy It much, and this time the 
rebellion would be open Instead of 
veiled. Nobody knows better thi 
the Unionist leaders, howeve 
their chances or getting :i m 
are very *llm until the home 
bill has become law and the nura 
or Irish representatives at West-i 
minster greatly reduced, and their 
continual cry tor a general election 
Is nothing but a sham, which I* 
probably the reason why they are 
very care'ul not to promise to 
give up their opposition to home 
home rule In case the voters should 
return a majority or radical mem- 
bers. 

There Is no doubt In the minds of 
the members or the Government or 
of anyone else that the losses of 
radical votes at recent by-election* 
were due to the fact that while 
Larkln, who tried to help the work- 
Ingmen of Dublin to better their 
conditions, was arrested for sedition 
and sent to prison. Sir Edward 
Carson, who has uttered much worse 
threats, has never been touched. 
Meeting a member of the Govern- 
ment at the National Liberal Club 
the other night, he asked the reason 
why no attempt had ever been made 
to punish King Carson and received 
the following explanation: 

'Larkln waa sent to prison for In- 
citing the populace to rebel against 
existing authority, while Sir Carson 
has only told his follower* to make 
revolution If the home rule bill 
becomes a law, and there Is no law 
which prohibits any man or any 
number of men threatening or or- 
ganising oppoaltlon to a nonexlatlng 
order or things. But the moment 
the home rule bill becomes law the 
position of 8lr Edward Carson. F. C. 
Smith, Capt. Craig and other* I* 
automatically changed. A continu- 
ance of their campaign would be- 
come high treason and each of 
them would be liable to the death 
penalty." I 

That 1* the view the law offi- 
cers or the Crown are obliged to 
take when advising the Government 
In the present crisis, and when Sir 
Edward arouses a storm or applause 
rrom Ulster covenanters and Tory 
galleries In Engkuid by challenging 
the Government to prosecute him, 
he knows very well what answer he 
has up hi* sleeve. So tar he has 
done nothing but ask his followers 
to remain faithful to the existing 
Government, a matt loyal act lu the 
eye* of the law, which must neces- 
sarily deal with fact and not with 
contingencies. Who will now deny 
that Sir Carson Is a hero?
